the.cold weather is over and furnaces 
and stoves are,done away with .for tho 
winter there vjill be a large number 
of chimney fires."

porch, the disease 
becomes 
serious 
enough. 


Til some places influenza was made ! 
a reportable disease. It was tip to the 
doctor to decide whether to report a 
case of acute respiratory infection as 
Influenza. He-~had no positive means 
of determining whether a given case 
w«s one of the "flu" or just the com- 
mon acute respiratory infection usu- 
ally called "grip" or "cold." 


In some places the health authori- 
ties required isolation of "flu" patients 
for two weeks. 
Was it justifiable to 
laolate such victims of respiratory, in- 


fection as the doctor in attendenco 
considered influenza cases 
and 
not 


those he considered ordinary "grip?" 
Of course not. But that is ^the way 
public health authorities prefe'r to deal 
with respiratory infections. 
You see, 


the public in the estimation of the 
public health aaithorities, is not yet 
educated 
sufficiently 
to understand 
that each and every alleged "cold" 
or "grip" is just as infectious and just 
as' dangerous n.sL is the particular case 
in "which the attending physician as- 
sumes the presence of influenza. 


Consistency in public health admin- 


istration may come some day, but; 
as yet we are still very much in the 
air.
